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MAYOR'S  REPORT 


As  many  of  my  predecessors  know,  the  task  of  being 
Mayor  is  more  routine  housekeeping  and  administrative  than 
spectacular.  Much  of  the  Mayor's  time  is  consumed  in  routine 
administrative  matters  and  in  being  where  his  constituents 
can  reach  and  talk  to  him.  This  year  may  be  the  last  that 
requires  this  sort  of  attention  by  the  Mayor.  In  the  future, 
most  of  these  matters  can  be  handled  by  the  City  Adminis- 
trator leaving  the  Mayor  free  to  set  policy.  This  could  lead 
to  more  imaginative  and  innovative  government  at  City  Hall. 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  notable  advances,  the  most 
significant  of  which  did  not  affect  this  administration  except 
that  it  marked  the  end  of  our  bicameral  government.  The 
old  form  served  the  city  well,  but  I  am  very  hopeful  for  the 
city's  future  under  the  new  charter.  The  seven-man  council 
will  narrow  the  responsibility  and  provide  a  more  effective 
legislative  body.  The  enactment  by  Waterville's  legislative 
delegation  and  the  subsequent  favorable  action  by  Waterville's 
voters  in  referendum  of  our  new  City  Charter  was  probably 
this  administration's  most  significant  accomplishment. 

Early  in  the  year,  a  School  Building  Committee  was  nam- 
ed for  the  new  North  End  Elementary  School.  Able  chairman 
and  dedicated  members  have  worked  steadily  and  construc- 
tion should  be  started  this  fall.  This  new  school,  along  with 
the  appropriation  of  $165,000.00  for  capital  improvements  in 
our  present  school  buildings,  should  greatly  improve  our 
physical  facilities  for  education. 

In  view  of  the  Planning  Board's  increased  activity,  funds 
to  provide  for  an  updated  comprehensive  plan  were  appropri- 
ated. There  have  been  changes  in  Waterville's  pattern  of 
growth  and  we  felt  that  this  growth  should  be  kept  orderly. 

Through  vigorous  tax  collection  methods,  and  increased 
valuation,  we  were  able  to  hold  the  tax  rate  at  29  mills  for  the 
year  1967. 

The  year  1967  also  brought  Waterville  a  Public  Housing 
Authority.  With  improved  housing  for  the  elderly  and  other 
eligible  groups,  it  doesn't  take  much  imagination  to  see  what 
this  can  mean  to  our  city's  future. 
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A  rescue  unit  was  established  in  our  Fire  Department  and 
three  men  added  to  the  Department  to  provide  for  twenty- 
four  hour  rescue  service.  A  well  trained  rescue  squad  is  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  city's  services. 

Radar  has  been  added  to  the  policeman's  tools  and  allows 
for  better  enforcement  of  the  speeding  laws. 

The  street  lights  committee,  with  advice  from  Central 
Maine  Power  Company,  has  been  able  to  provide  better  street 
lighting  for  many  areas  of  the  city.  This  has  been  done  with 
practically  no  extra  expense.  The  spotlighting  of  our  churches 
has  brought  much  favorable  comment  and  is  very  attractive 
especially  in  the  winter  months. 

Early  in  my  administration,  attention  was  brought  to 
the  desperate  plight  of  the  Pine  Grove  Cemetery  trustees. 
Land  was  needed  for  expansion  and  the  city  was  able  to  pur- 
chase adjacent  land  along  the  Messalonskee  Stream  from  the 
Central  Maine  Power  Company  which  will  be  adequate  for 
the  immediate  future. 

The  County  Commissioners,  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment and  Waterville  officials  agreed  on  the  need  of  improve- 
ments and  repairs  of  the  Thayer  Bridge  on  Gilman  Street 
and  money  was  budgeted  for  an  early  1968  start. 

As  in  the  past,  street  and  sidewalk  improvements  were 
conducted  without  too  much  thought  to  planning  and  priori- 
ties. It  is  my  hope  that  future  improvements  will  be  guided 
by  a  considered  capital  improvement  plan  over  a  period  of 
perhaps  ten  years.  This  would  enable  the  citizens  to  know 
exactly  when  improvements  are  planned  for  their  neighbor- 
hoods. 

By  virtue  of  being  the  largest  community  in  the  area,  it 
was  incumbent  on  us  to  take  the  initial  action  in  forming  a 
Regional  Planning  Commission.  This  has  now  been  accomp- 
lished and  Waterville  officials  were  primarily  responsible  for 
its  forming.  With  regional,  as  well  as  local  planning,  we  can 
keep  abreast  of  fast  moving  changes  and  meet  the  federal 
requirements  in  these  areas. 

Regularly  scheduled  airline  service  to  Waterville  by  Ex- 
ecutive Airlines  has  been  well  received  and  patronized  by  area 
citizens.  The  airline  has  reciprocated  by  improving  its  ser- 
vice and  providing  larger  aircraft.  Contributing  to  the  suc- 
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cess  of  the  expansion  program  was  a  vigorous  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

The  Federal  Government  has  decided  to  build  a  new  Post 
Office  in  Waterville  to  meet  the  growth  and  needs  of  the  area. 

Recognizing  the  need  of  more  land  for  recreation,  Water- 
ville's  Council  submitted  a  successful  bid  for  a  162-acre  tract 
of  land  known  as  Pine  Ridge  in  the  geographical  center  of  the 
city.  This  acquisition  includes  a  modern  par  three  golf  course 
as  well  as  a  fine  large  restaurant.  The  many  available  acres 
and  its  utilization  will  test  the  imagination  of  future  adminis- 
trations and  its  impact  will  be  appreciated  more  by  each  suc- 
ceeding generation.  It  was  intended  that  this  area  be  kept  in- 
tact for  recreational  purposes  in  perpetuity.

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  the  report  of  the  Waterville 
Police  Department  for  the  year  1967. 

The  Department  investigated  eight  hundred  and  thirteen 
(813)  automobile  accidents  during  the  year. 

There  were  five  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-five 
(5,495)  complaints  filed  with  the  Department  (1,148  more 
than  the  year  1966). 

There  were  one  thousand  four  hundred  (1,400)  bicycle 
licenses  sold  (79  more  than  the  year  1966). 

The  Department  sent  out  three  hundred  seventy-four 
(374)  teletype  messages  and  many  more  of  the  chit-chat  type 
between  local  departments.  Also,  three  thousand  one  hundred 
and  sixty-five  (3,165)  radio  transmissions  were  transmitted 
to  Local  units  and  Out-of-Town  Departments,  including  State 
Police. 

Lost  property  and  stolen  goods  that  came  into  the  hands 
of  the  Department  amounted  to  seven  thousand  four  hundred 
sixty-one  (7,461)  dollars  and  ninety-two  (92)  cents.  This 
property  has  been  returned  to  its  rightful  owners. 

The  Department  collected  and  turned  over  to  the  victims 
of  worthless  checks  the  sum  of  four  thousand  five  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  (4,569)  dollars  and  sixty-one  (61)  cents.  ($2,- 
122.28)  more  than  the  year  1966). 

Stolen  cars  recovered  and  turned  over  to  the  owners 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  thirty- eight  thousand,  five  hundred 
and  seventy-five  (38,575)  dollars. 

There  were  five  hundred  and  eighty- three  (583)  prison- 
ers and  lodgers  booked  and  locked  up  in  the  local  jail.  (Just 
20  more  than  the  year  1966) . 
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The  Identification  Department  fingerprinted  five  hun- 
dred and  eight  (508)  persons;  school  children-407,  aliens-10, 
criminals-59,  repeated  offenders-16,  Boy  Scouts-11,  and  Taxi 
Drivers-5.  This  Department  also  took  over  two  hundred  (200) 
photographs  of  breaks,  accidents,  suicides,  voting  machines, 
and  many  miscellaneous  items.  There  were  fifty-nine  (59) 
mug  shots  taken  of  persons  booked. 

The  Police  Matron  spent  ninety-six  (96)  hours  caring  for 
female  prisoners.  She  also  traveled  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  (185)  miles  transporting  them  to  various  institutions.

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TRAFFIC  DIVISION— WATERVILLE  POLICE  DEPT. 


This  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Traffic  Division.  We 
have  worked  very  closely  with  the  Maine  Highway  Safety 
Committee  and  our  own  Waterville  Safety  Committee.  While 
working  with  these  committees  we  have  used  many  helpful 
suggestions  and  ideas  that  have  fit  in  well  with  our  own  safe- 
ty program. 

At  the  request  of  the  Waterville  Safety  Committee  we 
have  established  an  accident  cross  reference  file.  Accidents  are 
filed  by  the  streets  and  intersections.  This  will  enable  us  to 
pinpoint  the  high  accident  areas  here  in  Waterville. 

A  safety  film  library  was  started  with  the  purchase  of  three 
films  on  Pedestrian  and  Bicycle  Safety.  These  films  are  used 
in  conjunction  with  our  safety  program.  We  hope  to  add  to 
this  library  in  the  coming  year. 

With  the  delivery  of  the  Radar  set  in  September  of  1967  we 
started  to  work  the  areas  where  we  had  a  high  rate  of  person- 
al injury  accidents  (Kennedy  Memorial  Drive,  College  Ave.). 
As  the  result  of  this  concentrated  enforcement,  the  accident 
rate  dropped  of  as  much  as  90%  in  these  areas. 

A  total  of  28  safety  talks  on  Pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety 
were  given  during  the  year  to  2,661  school  age  children  in  and 
around  Waterville.  Several  talks  were  given  to  service  clubs  in 
the  area  on  Motor  Vehicle  Safety,  and  the  function  of  the  ra- 
dar set. 

Over  7000  Pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety  pamphlets  were 
passed  out  to  the  schools  and  other  organizations  in  the  Wa- 
terville Area.  Most  of  the  pamphlets  emphasize  Pedestrian 
safety.  We  had  been  very  lax  in  this  field  in  the  past. 

A  new  bicycle  program  was  initiated  this  past  year.  If  a 
bicyclist  violated  a  rule  of  the  road,  his  parents  were  sent  a 
form  letter  informing  them  of  this  violation.  If  the  bicyclist 
received  two  of  these  warnings,  his  bicycle  was  impounded  for 
a  period  of  one  week.  Over  200  letters  were  sent  to  parents, 
and  10  bicycles  were  impounded. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  parents  for  their  cooperation  with 
this  program. 
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Also  initiated  last  year  was  a  bicycle  round-up  day.  Over 
700  bicycles  were  inspected  and  licensed.  A  local  service  club, 
the  Waterville  Kiwanis,  aided  up  in  this  program.  Each  child 
received  a  red  reflector  for  the  rear  of  his  bicycle  after  it  was 
inspected.  This  program  will  be  carried  out  on  a  larger  scale 
this  year. 

The  Maintenance  Department  used  300  gallons  of  white 
paint,  and  50  gallons  of  yellow.  This  was  used  primarily  in  the 
marking  of  parking  stalls,  crosswalks,  swimming  pool,  and  the 
airport.  Over  100  new  traffic  signs  were  installed,  and  a  like 
number  of  signs  were  repaired. 

There  were  eleven  Patrolmothers  used  during  the  year  to 
protect  our  school  children  going  to  and  from  school  at  the 
dangerous  intersections.  Three  regular  officers  are  used  on 
School  Patrol.  There  are  also  125  school  patrol  children  who 
attend  to  the  less  dangerous  crossings. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  our  local 
news  media  for  the  wonderful  support  they  have  extended  us 
in  the  past  year  while  working  with  this  division  in  promotion 
of  our  safety  programs.  Without  their  help,  the  wonderful  rec- 
ord we  have  achieved  could  not  have  been  possible.

September  18,  1968 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Assessor  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

Another  year  has  passed  following  the  approximate  same 
procedure  that  occurs  yearly.  On  October  1,  1966  we  began 
checking  new  construction  and  alterations  for  the  following 
tax  year.  This  work  is  done  during  the  Winter  months  along 
with  our  other  routine  work  and  the  completion  of  all  Real 
Estate  transfers.  After  the  first  of  the  year,  forms  are  sent 
to  all  veterans,  veterans  widows,  and  veterans  minor  children 
for  property  exemptions.  We  also  sent  the  'Assessor's  Notice" 
to  all  non-resident  taxpayers.  During  the  first  of  March  ap- 
proximately 700  personal  properties  were  checked;  such  as 
Stores,  Offices  and  Industries.  When  all  checking  is  com- 
pleted we  thus  start  on  our  ' 'Assessing  Roll"  and  each  tax- 
payer is  sent  the  valuation  of  his  property.  After  these  notices 
are  sent,  necessary  adjustments  and  corrections  are  made; 
we  then  start  on  the  "Tax  Roll".  During  1967  our  valuation 
increased  from  83,363,570  to  85,198,110  a  total  increase  of 
1,934,540. 

Keyes  Fibre  constructed  a  storehouse  which  was  approxi- 
mately 50  percent  complete.  Cottle's  store  was  completed  in 
the  Fall  of  1966.  The  5  Stores  in  the  Forum  were  nearly  com- 
pleted April  1,  1967.  Zayre's  Department  Store  was  construc- 
ted after  April  1,  1967  and  will  be  taxable  in  1968. 

After  our  Tax  Roll  is  completed  there  is  still  much  work 
to  be  done.  Poll  Taxes  must  be  checked  carefully  and  Street 
Books  are  to  be  made. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Change-over, 
we  have  a  net  increase  in  valuation  of  479,420  including  Zay- 
re's Store. 

I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  for  the  close 
cooperation  consisting  of  Mrs.  June  Cote,  Mrs.  Jean  Bouchard 
and  Mrs.  Lucille  Giroux.

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REPORT  OF  TREASURER  AND  TAX  COLLECTOR 


To  The  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  City  Treasurer  and  Tax 
Collector  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

During  our  two  year  term  we  preferred,  not  to  operate 
on  deficit  financing.  If  you  will  refer  to  the  City  Report  you 
notice  that  our  Actual  Revenues  were  only  $4,491  over  our 
estimated  Revenues. 

The  biggest  part  of  my  efforts,  and  time  have  been  used 
to  the  collection  of  taxes.  We  made  a  drive  on  collection  of 
Real  &  Personal  Taxes,  both  current  and  prior.  We  concen- 
trated our  efforts  on  long  over  due  taxes.  In  1966  we  collect- 
ed $185,544,  and  in  1967  we  continued  our  efforts,  and  col- 
lected $212,576. 

There  were  Accounts  Receivable  that  had  been  allowed 
to  remain  on  the  books  uncollected  for  several  years.  This 
is  an  area  where  a  better  effort  could  be  made  by  collecting 
them  during  the  current  year,  instead  of  allowing  them  to 
remain  on  the  Books  uncollected. 

The  reasons  that  those  accounts  remained  uncollected 
during  the  current  year  is  because  only  one  or  two  bills  were 
sent,  and  the  persons  involved  ignored  them.  We  believe  that 
monthly  bills  should  be  sent  to  those  overdue  accounts,  and 
impress  on  them,  that  means  will  be  taken  to  collect  them, 
during  the  current  year. 

Our  experience  has  been  that  it  takes  the  fulltime  of  a 
Tax  Collector  with  a  Clerical  Assistant  to  attend  to  those 
overdue  Accounts  each  month.  If  everyone  paid  on  receiving 
their  first  bill,  there  would  be  no  problem.  Although  we  be- 
lieve that  under  the  new  Charter  that  collections  should  im- 
prove, we  do  not  see  how  the  Administrative  Assistant,  with 
all  the  responsibilities  that  have  been  given  to  him,  can  spare 
the  time  necessary  to  collect  the  overdue  Taxes  and  Accounts 
Receivable. 

The  longer  you  wait,  the  harder  it  gets  to  collect,  some 
of  those,  you  may  never  be  able  to  collect. 
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We  sincerely  believe  that  a  full  time  Collector  is  neces- 
sary to  show  a  decrease  in  the  accumulation  of  overdue  ac- 
counts, and  also  of  those  that  end  up  being  uncollectable  be- 
cause they  were  not  acted  upon  at  the  right  time. 

We  would  recommend  that  all  Taxpayers  of  this  City 
who  are  interested,  should  get  a  City  Report,  and  read  it 
over,  and  see  how  the  City's  affairs  are  being  managed.

To:  The  Honorable  Mayor  and  Government: 

Civil  Defense  hereby  submits  its  report  for  the  year  1967. 

Protection  of  human  life  against  enemy  attack  or  natural 
disaster  has  been  the  objective  of  your  local  Civil  Defense 
Organization  during  the  past  year.  The  combined  efforts  of 
local  volunteer  citizens  along  with  the  department  of  local 
government  have  helped  in  our  efforts  to  move  toward  this 
objective. 

In  1967  your  organization  consisted  of  a  staff  of  nine- 
teen (19)  people;  a  police  unit  of  twenty-two  (22)  members; 
a  communications  unit  of  eighteen  (18)  members;  the  fire 
service,  our  present  fire  department  engineering,  (3)  mem- 
bers; radiological  monitoring,  twenty-five  (25)  members;  and 
a  coordinator  in  charge  of  schools. 

As  a  result  of  having  an  active  civil  defense  organization 
in  Waterville  the  local  organization  was  made  eligible  to  pur- 
chase surplus  property  of  the  government  at  a  small  fraction 
of  its  original  cost  and  was  also  eligible  for  the  Matching 
Funds  of  the  Federal  Government  which  allows  the  city  a 
refund  of  one  half  the  purchase  price  of  materials  bought  and 
also  makes  us  eligible  for  reinbursement  of  one  half  the  cost 
of  any  administrative  and  operational  expenses. 

In  1967,  Civil  Defense,  Public  Works,  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  Police  Department  took  advantages  of  both  the 
Surplus  Property  Program,  and  the  Matching  Funds  Program. 

Our  main  interest  in  the  past  three  years  has  been  in  the 
shelter  program.  This  year  the  telephone  company  was  stock- 
ed, hospitals  to  be  stocked  in  late  1968  or  early  1969. 

Oil  reports  requested  by  County  and  State  have  been 
properly  submitted  and  approved  making  us  eligible  for  sur- 
plus property  and  matching  funds  for  the  coming  year. 

Once  again  we  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  City 
Government  and  its  Department  Heads  for  the  fine  coopera- 
tion extended  us  in  1967.

February  1968 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Public  Health  Nurse  of 
Waterville  for  the  year  of  1967. 

A  total  of  3,037  calls  were  made  by  the  Nurse  this  year. 
This  includes  1,041  morbidities  (cases  requiring  nursing  serv- 
ice) and  1,986  health  supervisions  to  adults,  children  and  in- 
fants. The  Crippled  Children's  Program  (State)  are  a  large 
part  of  the  Health  Supervisions.  227  patients  were  seen  by 
the  Nurse  during  the  year. 

Two  speeches  were  made  to  groups  regarding  my  work 
in  the  Community. 

Since  the  Regional  Health  Agency  started  in  November, 
I  have  received  two  referrals  (totaling  three  calls)  under  Med- 
icare. The  City  receives  about  $4.00  for  each  call  from  Medi- 
care. 

Referrals  were  made  to  various  agencies,  such  as:  Ken- 
nebec Mental  Health,  crippled  children,  retardation,  eyes  serv- 
ices and  others. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  helped  and  advised  me  in  my 
work.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Waterville  Public  Library: 

Enclosed  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  your  Treasur- 
er as  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Waterville  Public  Lib- 
rary for  the  year  1967. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  voted  at  the  June,  1967,  meeting  to  make  changes  in 
the  investment  portfolio.  These  changes  are  reflected  in 
Schedules  B  and  D  herein.  As  two  of  the  investments  bear 
no  cost  to  the  library,  I  have  explainend  the  sources  of  these 
two  investments  for  historical  purposes. 

As  in  the  past,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  library  operated 
on  a  sound  financial  basis  during  the  year.  The  City  of  Water- 
ville appropriated  $42,300.00  for  the  year  1967,  for  which  I 
am  sure  all  Trustees  are  most  grateful. 

As  of  December  31,  1967  all  bills,  invoices  and  statements 
which  have  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Treasurer  have  been 
paid. 

As  a  matter  of  interest  I  note  that  investment  income  in 
the  1957  annual  report  was  $3,733.93;  in  1967,  $5,942.57  for 
a  gain  in  ten  years  of  $2,208.64.  In  1957  the  city  appropriation 
was  $18,400.00;  in  1967,  $42,300.00  for  an  increase  of  $23,900. 
during  the  ten  year  period.  In  1957  the  investment  portfolio, 
including  savings  accounts,  was  valued  at  $89,035.74.  On 
December  31,  1967  the  investment  portfolio,  including  sav- 
ing accounts,  was  valued  at  $146,359.40. 

This  was  not  a  good  year  for  the  value  of  our  invest- 
ments. High  interest  rates  in  other  areas  caused  the  price  of 
both  bonds  and  preferred  stocks  to  drop  considerably.  Among 
our  common  stocks,  the  telephone,  electrical  utilities,  insur- 
ance and  bank  stocks  declined  in  value.  Most  of  the  gains 
in  the  stock  market  during  1967  were  not  made  by  the  "blue 
chips"  but  rather  by  the  "high  flyers"  of  which  the  library 
has  none,  due  to  the  yield  and  speculative  nature  of  these 
types  of  stock.  In  spite  of  the  declines  in  market  value  of 
certain  stocks,  dividends  increased  during  the  year. 
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During  the  past  thirteen  years  that  I  have  been  your 
Treasurer,  I  have  enjoyed  the  complete  support  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  the  Librarians  and  Staff.  For  this,  I  am  most 
grateful.  It  has  made  the  position  easier  in  view  of  the  cons- 
tantly increased  complexity  of  the  position.  To  my  successor, 
Francis  F.  Bartlett,  Jr.,  I  pledge  my  complete  cooperation.

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HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council 
Waterville,  Maine 

Gentlemen : 

In  1967,  278  cases  of  Communicable  diseases  were  report- 
ed to  the  Health  Department  as  compared  to  65  in  1966. 
These  are  small  numbers  as  compared  to  1964  when  770  cases 
were  reported. 

As  1964  was  our  last  epidemic  year  for  measles,  I  expect- 
ed another  epidemic  either  during  late  1967  or  early  1968, 
but  since  710  pre-school  children  and  433  students,  for  a  to- 
tal of  1443,  were  vaccinated  against  measles  at  clinics  held 
at  Elizabeth  Seton  Hospital  in  December  1966  and  January 
1967  we  ha,ve  not  had  a  single  case  of  measles  in  our  city. 

526  students  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  in  1967. 
These  included  students  in  our  public  and  parochial  schools 
and  Mount  Merici  and  Coburn. 

Proof  of  the  effectiveness  of  smallpox  vaccination  ?  Since 
I  entered  medical  school  48  years  ago  I  have  never  seen  a 
case  of  smallpox  and  for  the  past  22  years  not  a  single  case 
of  this  disease  has  occurred  in  our  country. 

In  our  fight  against  polio,  1041  doses  of  Sabin  oral  polio 
vaccine  were  given  to  our  students,  some  for  first  immuniza- 
tions, others  as  boosters. 

We  have  not  had  a  single  case  of  polio  in  our  city  since 
the  vaccine  first  became  available  in  1953.  Better  still,  only 
162  cases  of  paralytic  polio  occurred  in  our  country  and  its 
possessions  in  1967  as  compared  to  over  25,000  cases  in  1952. 
Most  of  the  1967  cases  occured  in  Puerto  Rico  and  Louisiana 
in  children  who  had  not  been  vaccinated  against  the  disease. 

In  our  tuberculosis  control  program,  1265  persons  in  our 
city  were  given  a  tuberculin  test,  1004  students  with  13  hav- 
ing a  positive  test  for  a  rate  of  1.3%,  75  contacts  of  these  chil- 
dren with  five  positive  tests  for  a  rate  of  6.6%.  72  teachers 
with  8  positive  tests  for  a  rate  of  11.1%.  115  food  handlers 
with  7  positive  tests  for  a  rate  of  6.87%.  All  persons  with 
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positive  tests  were  X-rayed  free  of  charge  at  the  Central 
Maine  Sanatorium.  3  children  whose  X-rays  showed  possi- 
bility of  primary  or  childhood  type  of  tuberculosis  were  plac- 
ed on  treatment. 

2  non-resident  persons  who  moved  to  Waterville  during 
1967  have  been  admitted  to  the  Central  Maine  Sanatorium, 
and  6  ex-patients  of  the  same  sanatorium,  living  in  Water- 
ville, with  a  cured  or  arrested  disease,  died  from  other  causes. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  to  check  the  contacts 
of  reported  cases  of  venereal  diseases  and  to  see  that  they 
have  proper  treatment  if  infected. 

There  were  596  cases  of  gonorrhea  reported  to  the  State 
Division  of  Venereal  Disease  Control  in  Augusta  in  1967  as 
compared  to  413  in  1966,  a  rate  increase  of  44%,  and  it  is  a 
sure  bet  that  many  cases  are  not  being  reported. 

As  physicians,  who  are  willing  to  interview  contacts  and 
treat  them  if  necessary,  may  report  these  cases  to  Augusta 
by  number  instead  of  by  name  and  address,  and  as  it  is  well 
known  that  some  people  with  venereal  diseases  prefer  treat- 
ment by  physicians  not  living  in  their  own  community,  there 
is  no  way  for  the  Health  Officer  to  find  out  whether  these 
patients  came  from  Waterville  or  from  other  towns  or  cities. 
Thus  it  is  impossible  for  your  Health  Officer  to  give  an  exact 
figure  of  the  number  of  venereal  diseases  we  had  in  Water- 
ville residents  in  1967,  but  according  to  the  number  of  inves- 
tigations of  contacts  I  had  to  make  during  the  year,  I  feel 
sure  there  has  been  an  increase  as  compared  to  prior  years.

We  experienced  an  increase  of  ninety  pupils  over  last 
year.  Nearly  all  of  the  increase  occurred  in  the  Junior  High 
School.  The  enrollment  in  the  elementary  grades  and  high 
school  remained  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Enrollment  pre- 
dictions indicate  that  the  number  of  students  in  the  public 
schools  will  remain  fairly  constant  for  the  next  several  years, 
subject,  of  course,  to  transfers  from  parochial  schools  or  in- 
dustries moving  in  or  out  of  Waterville. 
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We  again  experienced  a  large  turnover  of  teachers.  We 
much  prefer  to  have  our  faculty  more  stable  and  remain  with 
us  for  a  period  of  years.  There  are  several  reasons  for  teach- 
ers leaving  including  retirement,  offer  of  more  lucrative  po- 
sitions, husband  transferring  from  the  area,  increase  in  fam- 
ily, etc.  We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  a  large  nucleus  of 
capable  teachers  who  have  made  their  homes  in  the  Water- 
ville  area.  These  people  stabilize  our  staff  and  contribute  sub- 
stantially to  the  high  quality  of  education  which  we  feel  is 
being  offered  to  the  young  people  in  the  city. 

CHANGING  ROLES 

The  role  of  the  teachers  in  the  overall  educational  pro- 
cess is  changing.  Some  have  called  this  militancy  on  the  part 
of  the  teachers.  In  my  opinion,  this  is  a  misnomer.  As  teach- 
ers become  better  trained,  it  is  only  natural  that  their  inter- 
ests broaden  to  include  much  more  than  activities  in  their  in- 
dividual classrooms.  They  are  not  only  interested  in  improv- 
ing salaries  but  are  also  concerned  with  school  policies  as  they 
affect  working  conditions  and  ultimately  the  type  of  educa- 
tion made  available  to  the  youth  of  our  nation. 

As  the  role  of  the  teacher  changes,  the  functions  of 
Boards  of  Education  and  administrators  become  less  clearly 
defined.  Boards  of  Education  in  Maine  receive  their  powers 
from  the  State  Legislature  and  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  formulate  policies  for  the  operation  of  the  public  schools. 
Boards  of  Education,  however,  can  no  longer  take  a  dictato- 
rial view  toward  the  operation  of  the  schools  and  hope  for 
harmony  among  the  school  personnel.  It  seems  obvious  that 
local  teacher  associations  are  going  to  take  a  more  prominent 
part  in  formulation  of  the  policies  under  which  the  adminis- 
trative districts  operate.  If  this  is  true,  then  it  follows  that 
policies  will  emerge  through  teamwork  resulting  from  coop- 
erative effort  by  the  Boards  of  Education,  the  administrators 
and  the  teachers. 

This  cooperative  effort  will  exist  only  as  long  as  there  is 
mutual  trust  an  understanding  by  all  concerned.  The  policies 
emanating  from  group  effort,  if  they  are  sound,  must  be  based 
on  what  is  best  for  the  students  in  a  given  situation  rather 
than  what  is  best  for  any  one  faction  participating  in  mak- 
ing the  decisions. 
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Waterville  has  been  fortunate  because,  for  the  most  part, 
excellent  relationships  have  existed  among  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, the  administrators  and  the  teachers.  True,  there 
have  been  minor  disagreements  from  time  to  time  but  these 
have  been  solved  without  jeopardy  to  the  friendly  atmosphere 
which  has  predominated.  The  teachers  have,  through  their 
association,  participated  in  making  policies.  In  view  of  the 
probability  of  more  involvement  by  the  teachers,  the  Board 
of  Education  and  the  Waterville  Teachers  Association  have 
been  working  on  a  negotiation  agreement  which  will  lay  the 
ground  rules  for  constructive  discussions  on  matters  of  mu- 
tual concern  and  interest.  It  is  the  sincere  desire  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  the  administrators  and  the  teachers  that  the 
good  relationships  which  have  existed  will  continue  and  be 
even  more  effective  in  the  future. 

NORTH  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

Order  No.  151  passed  by  the  City  Government  on  Novem- 
ber 7,  1967  is  as  follows: 

"ORDERED,  THAT 

The  School  Building  Committee,  having  given  due  con- 
sideration to  proposed  school  plans  and  to  the  qualifications 
of  various  architects  and  architectural  firms,  giving  particu- 
lar attention  to  past  experience,  comparison  of  past  records 
of  cost  estimates  to  resulting  construction  costs,  skill  and 
capability  in  drafting  detailed  plans,  preparing  specifications, 
bid  proposals  and  supervising  construction,  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  negotiate  a  written  contract  for  architectural  services 
for  a  32  classroom  school  building  with  multi-purpose  room 
and  library. 

This  authorization  is  not  an  offer,  acceptance,  or  agree- 
ment of  any  kind  whatsoever. 

Said  school  is  to  be  constructed  in  the  north  end  of  the 
city  on  land  previously  purchased  for  this  purpose. 

Said  building,  fully  equipped,  shall  not  exceed  $1,000,- 
000.00  in  cost  to  the  City.  A  contingency  of  three  percent 
(3%)  shall  be  allowed. 

The  School  Building  Committee  is  hereby  empowered  to 
negotiate  and  enter  into  a  written  contract,  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  for  architectural  services  for  a  fee  or  charge  not  to  ex- 
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ceed  six  percent  (6%)  of  construction  costs,  and  upon  such 
other  and  additional  terms  and  conditions  as  the  committee 
deems  satisfactory  and  proper.

The  Building  Committee,  consisting  of  Morton  Brody, 
Chairman,  Lionel  Giguere,  John  Black,  Jr.,  Richard  Hallee, 
John  Szabo,  Jr.,  Dr.  Kershaw  Powell,  Arnold  Giroux,  Phyllis 
Kearney,  Buford  Grant,  Secretary,  and  Mayor  Donald  Mar- 
den,  have  been  working  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  have  the  new 
thirty-two  room  elementary  school  completed  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. The  present  time  schedule  indicates  that  construction 
will  start  this  spring  (1968).  Alonzo  Harriman  Associates,  Ar- 
chitects, are  v/orking  on  the  plans. 

The  members  of  the  City  Government  and  the  citizens 
of  Waterviile  deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  their  under- 
standing of  the  importance  of  improved  school  facilities  in  the 
north  end  of  the  city.  This  building  will  not  only  improve  the 
education  of  those  who  will  be  attending  theschool  but  also 
will  make  it  possible  to  lower  the  pupil-teacher  ratio  in  some 
of  our  classes  in  other  sections  of  the  city,  particularly  at  the 
Pleasant  Street  School. 

AREA  TECHNICAL  AND  VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL 

Law  No.  440,  passed  by  the  102nd  Legislature  in  1965, 
authorizing  Area  Technical  and  Vocational  Schools,  has  work- 
ed well  in  the  Waterviile  area.  High  school  juniors  and  sen- 
iors in  the  towns  of  Albion,  Benton,  Fairfield,  Clinton,  Wins- 
low,  China,  Vassalboro,  Oakland,  Sidney  and  Belgrade  have, 
since  the  fall  of  1966,  been  able  to  come  to  Waterviile  High 
School  on  a  full  or  part-time  basis  to  participate  in  vocation- 
al courses.  Last  year  seventeen  (17)  students  from  outside 
towns  took  advantage  of  the  program.  This  year  this  num- 
ber has  expanded  to  thirty  (30) .  The  area  vocational  idea  has 
also  been  advantageous  to  Waterviile  students  because  we 
have  been  able  to  offer  better  programs  under  the  new  setup. 
The  State  reimburses  two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  operation. 
Sending  towns  also  pay  a  pro -rated  tuition  fee  to  the  city 
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when  students  from  outside  Waterville  are  enrolled. 

An  advisory  committee  was  set  up  in  the  fall  of  1966  to 
make  a  study  of  the  vocational  needs  oftheWaterville  area 
with  a  view  to  expanding  the  present  vocational  offerings. 
The  committee  consists  of  the  following:

They  have  worked  diligently  and  held  many  meetings  in 
an  effort  to  come  to  valid  conclusions.  In  the  near  future, 
the  Advisory  Committee  will  report  to  the  City  Government 
and  request  that  a  building  committee  will  report  to  the  City 
Government  and  request  that  a  building  committee  be  ap- 
pointed and  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  building  of  the 
recommended  expansion.  The  State  will  pay  three-fourths  of 
the  cost  of  the  building  and  equipment  for  all  areas  designat- 
ed as  vocational.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

To  The  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 
CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  year  1967  started  out  to  be  one  of  the  banner  years 
as  far  as  construction  was  concerned  but  due  to  unforseen 
circumstances  such  as  determining  property  lines  on  Cool 
Street  and  Redington  Street  these  two  large  projects  were 
not  undertaken.  However,  the  money  appropriated  for  this 
work  was  placed  in  escrow  for  the  following  year.  Western 
Avenue  from  the  intersection  of  Cool  Street  to  the  inter- 
section of  Cool  Street  to  the  intersection  of  the  First  Range- 
way  was  resurfaced  with  l^"  of  Bituminous  Concrete.  Hazel- 
wood  Avenue  from  the  intersection  of  Central  Avenue  to  the 
intersection  of  Drummond  Avenue  was  paved  with  3,670  sq. 
yds.  of  warrenite  material.  3,785  sq.  yds.  of  bituminous  sur- 
face material  was  placed  on  the  bituminous  base  which  was 
laid  in  1966.  Reconstruction  on  North  Street  for  1967  was  788 
ft.  This  work  consisted  of  18"  of  new  gravel  plus  2"  of  war- 
renite base  also  1654  Lin.  Ft.  of  warrenite  curbing.  Temple 
Street  from  the  intersection  of  Front  Street  to  the  intersection 
of  Main  Street  was  resurfaced  with  IV  of  bituminous  sur- 
face concrete.  High  Street  approach  level  to  Main  Street  was 
done  as  a  safety  measure  for  cars  coming  on  to  Main  Street. 
A  warrenite  entrance  apron  was  constructed  on  both  ends 
of  the  Armory  Road,  the  Upper  Main  Street  side  and  the 
Drummond  Avenue  side.  A  warrenite  ditch  was  constructed 
in  front  of  Pleasant  Street  school  to  eliminate  a  water  prob- 
lem that  existed  in  that  area.  A  section  of  Nelson  Street  was 
reconstructed  a  distance  of  250  ft.  beginning  at  the  inter- 
section of  Kennedy  Memorial  Drive.  This  area  was  penetrated 
with  hot  asphalt  surface.  A  section  of  the  Webb  Road  was 
raised  12"  and  a  tar  surface  applied  approximately  1,000  ft. 

SIDEWALKS 

Construction  on  a  50/50  basis  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  work  being  done  on  Ann  Street,  Williams  Street,  Silver 
and  Gold  Streets,  Oak  Knoll  Drive  and  Eustis  Parkway.  All 
sidewalks  constructed  were  5  ft.  wide  with  warrenite  surface. 
Many  old  gravel,  tar  and  asphalt  sidewalks  were  repaired  dur- 
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ing  the  year.  New  warrenite  sidewalks  constructed  were  parts 
of  Upper  Main  Street,  High  Street,  Park  Street  and  Pleasant 
Street. 

ROADS  AND  STREET  MAINTENANCE 

The  general  roads  and  street  maintenance  began  early 
this  year.  More  than  200  tons  of  coal  patch  was  used  to  repair 
the  damage  done  to  the  streets  during  the  winter  and  spring 
break  up.  The  country  roads  received  an  application  of  screen- 
ed gravel  before  the  roads  were  shaped  and  graded  for  sum- 
mer. Several  new  road  culverts  were  installed  to  replace  worn 
and  rusted  ones.  Chloride  was  applied  to  the  gravel  roads  to 
stabilize  them  to  keep  down  the  dust  during  the  summer 
months. 

A  sweeping  program  was  carried  on  during  the  spring  on 
all  the  city  streets  before  a  tar  surface  was  applied.  This 
work  was  accomplished  either  by  hand  or  machine.  All  the 
bituminous  or  hard  surfaced  streets  were  swept  during  the 
summer  months,  some  every  night  and  others  twice  or  three 
times  weekly.  The  streets  in  the  downtown  area  were  washed 
with  the  use  of  the  fire  department  hose.  This  work  is  done 
after  midnight  to  avoid  traffic.  Street  refuse  cans  were  put 
out  early  in  the  spring  and  the  trash  was  picked  up  weekly  by 
the  Sanitary  Department.  Brush  and  hay  was  cut  on  all  the 
country  roads. 

SURFACE  TREATMENT 

In  carrying  out  the  surface  treatment  or  tarring  program 
throughout  the  city,  135,400  gallons  of  M.C.  3  asphalt  was 
used  along  with  3500  yds.  of  sand  which  was  used  for  cover 
and  mulching  purposes.  The  sand  this  year  was  taken  from 
Lundgren's  Pit  in  Belgrade.  The  following  streets  were  mulch- 
ed: Hazelwood  Avenue,  Ridge  Road,  Columbia  Road,  Eastern 
Avenue,  Sanger  Avenue,  Industrial  Street,  Armory  Road, 
Eustis  Parkway,  Oakland  Street,  Cherry  Hill  Terrace,  County 
Road,  Drummond  Avenue  and  North  Street.  The  remainder 
of  the  streets  and  County  Roads  were  sealed  and  sand  cov- 
ered. Ramps  at  the  airport  were  sand  sealed. 

SANITARY  LAND  FILL  AND  RUBBISH  COLLECTION 

The  city  rubbish  collection  is  divided  into  six  zones  or 
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areas.  Each  zone  being  collected  weekly.  City  ordinance  reads 
that  "all  rubbish  should  be  in  containers  and  placed  at  the 
curb  or  esplanade  between  sidewalks  and  gutter  by  7  A.M." 
It  further  states  that  4 'it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
resident  to  protect  this  rubbish  so  as  to  prevent  this  material 
from  being  strewn  or  blown  about  the  street  prior  to  being 
collected."  The  work  of  collection  the  rubbish  at  this  time  is 
being  done  by  one  packer  truck.  The  time  is  fast  approaching 
when  a  second  packer  will  be  needed  as  the  crew  is  now  work- 
ing one  to  two  hours  overtime  each  day.  The  Sanitary  Land 
Fill  located  on  the  Webb  Road  where  the  rubbish  is  deposited 
and  covered  with  dirt  by  a  Bull  Dozer  is  fast  being  filled  to 
capacity.  It  is  very  urgent  that  the  city  purchase  more  land 
in  the  very  near  future  if  it  is  to  continue  to  carry  on  this 
type  of  Land  Fill. 

CATCH  BASINS,  STREET  LIGHTS  AND  HYDRANTS 

A  large  percentage  of  the  department's  appropriation  is 
spent  on  the  following: 


ROBERT  A.  LAFLEUR  MUNICIPAL  AIRPORT 

The  Airport  was  plowed  after  every  snow  storm  and 
sanded  if  necessary  by  city  crews.  This  year  for  the  first 
time  a  Caterpillar  Grader  with  snow  wing  was  assigned  the 
task  of  plowing  two  runways  and  the  taxi  apron.  This  mach- 
ine was  usually  put  in  operation  at  the  same  time  the  city 
streets  were  being  plowed.  After  the  runways  have  been  plow- 
ed a  4  wheel  drive  Sno-Go,  which  is  capable  of  throwing  the 
snow  100  ft.  off  the  runway,  is  used.  By  using  this  type  of 
operation,  the  Executive  Airlines  were  able  to  make  scheduled 
flights  to  and  from  Waterville.  The  bushes  and  hay  were  cut 
along  the  safety  strips  and  around  the  wind  tee.  A  hard  stand 
was  constructed  in  front  of  the  hanger  to  accommodate  the 
parking  of  planes  that  come  in  and  stay  over  for  several  days. 


The  Elm  Trees  were  sprayed  this  year  for  Elm  Bark  Be- 
etle, Aphids  and  Spider  Mites  early  in  the  spring.  A  second

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spray  was  applied  for  the  Elm  Beetle  during  the  summer.  The 
contract  for  this  work  was  given  to  Goodall  Tree  Experts  of 
Portland,  Maine.  All  of  the  Elm  Trees  in  the  urban  area  of 
Waterville  that  could  be  reached  with  their  powerful  machine 
were  sprayed  regardless  of  whether  they  were  city  trees  or 
privately  owned.  All  the  spraying  was  done  at  night  when  the 
winds  are  generally  calm  and  the  traffic  is  light.  This  year 
the  Elm  trees  were  scouted  by  two  tree  experts  to  ascertain 
the  number  of  trees  that  were  infected  with  Dutch  Elm  dis- 
ease. It  was  found  that  70  trees  were  dead  or  infected.  It  was 
recommended  by  the  State  that  these  trees  be  removed.  With 
what  money  we  had  appropriated  for  this  work,  20  trees  were 
removed  at  a  cost  of  $2,100.00.  MacGregor  Tree  Specialist  did 
this  work  as  he  was  low  bidder.  Ten  Crimon  Maples  were 
planted  by  city  crews.  These  trees  were  purchased  from  Bob 
Bishop  Landscape  &  Nursery  Co. 

SNOW  AND  ICE 

The  city  received  its  usual  snow  cover.  During  the  winter 
months,  689  tons  of  road  salt  was  used  on  our  urban  streets 
and  roads  along  with  2400  yds.  of  salt  treated  sand  being 
sued  mostly  on  country  roads.  The  snow  plowing  was  done  by 
8  truck  plows,  3  Caterpillar  graders  with  snow  wings,  1  Mich- 
igan Front  Loader,  and  2  Bombardier  sidewalk  plows.  The 
snow,  after  being  plowed  into  wind  rows,  is  picked  up  in  the 
down  town  business  area  by  2  Sno-Go  loaders.  This  year  a 
change  had  to  be  made  in  our  clean  up  operation  due  to  the 
plowing  and  snow  removal  of  the  new  City  Concourse.  Both 
operations  being  done  simultaneously.  Some  difficulty  was 
encountered  in  securing  large  privately  owned  trucks  to  help 
us  in  our  snow  removal  process.  This  work  is  done  during  the 
hours  after  midnight.  Generally  it  is  necessary  to  hire  six  to 
eight  additional  trucks  with  bodies  that  will  hold  16  to  18 
yds.  of  snow.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  the  Cemtery  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Waterville,  Maine  and  to  whom  it  may  concern: 

I,  the  undersigned,  herewith  present  a  report  of  your 
Cemetery  doings  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1967. 

There  have  been  102  interments  made  this  year,  also  2 
disinterments  and  1  reinterment,  all  in  this  Cemetery.  We 
have  also  assisted  in  the  making  of  7  interments  in  other  Cem- 
erteries  located  in  the  Waterville  area. 

We  have  subgraded  areas  in  two  locations  for  additional 
burial  spaces  and  expect  to  complete  this  project  by  mid-sum- 
mer, thusly  providing  approximately  forty,  four  space  lots  and 
25  single  spaces,  added  to  those  which  we  already  have,  should 
take  care  of  our  needs  for  at  least  two  years. 

Our  tools  and  equipment  are  in  excellent  condition  and 
it  might  be  well  to  note  that  practically  all  of  our  equipment 
repairs  are  made  in  our  own  shop  by  our  own  mechanic  and 
under  my  personal  supervision. 

We  do  expect  to  replace  a  few  items  of  equipment  that 
have  long  since  passed  usefulness,  but  these  replacements  are 
mostly  of  minor  nature  with  only  one  exception. 

Some  thought  should  be  given  to  the  development  of  land 
purchased  by  the  City  in  1966  for  Cemetery  use.  There  is  a 
lot  of  work  to  be  done  in  this  area  before  burials  can  be  made 
and  it  takes  a  lot  of  time  and  thought  to  accomplish  the  fin- 
ished product.  To  this  end  I  would  recommend  that  the  serv- 
ices of  a  man  well  qualified  to  supervise  the  clearing  of  the 
land,  the  laying  out  of  lots  and  streets  and  the  building  of  an 
access  road,  be  procured.  To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  this 
land  has  not  been  officially  turned  over  to  the  Cemetery  Com- 
mittee, nor  have  we  received  any  funds  for  its  development.

ACCOUNTS  RECEIVABLE 

Consistent  with  prior  years'  practice  a  reserve  has  been  provided 
equal  to  the  uncollected  amounts  invoiced  in  1966  and  prior  years. 

Included  in  accounts  receivable  of  $30,814  is  $3,933  due  from  the 
State  of  Maine  ofr  1967  school  aid.  This  amount  was  received  in  Jan- 
uary 1968.  Of  the  remaining  current  accounts  receivable,  $4,491  had 
been  collected  by  January  31, 1968. 

TAXES  RECEIVABLE 

Consistent  with  prior  years'  practice  a  reserve  has  been  provided 
equal  to  the  uncollected  taxes  and  tax  liens  assessed  in  1966  and  prior 
years. 

Confirmations  were  mailed  to  property  owners  representing  ap- 
proximately 50%  of  all  taxes  uncollected  as  at  December  30,  1967. 
Some  of  the  replies  indicated  dispute  taxes  due  to  changes  in  owner- 
ship of  property.  These  items  were  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  for 
appropriate  action

Included  in  taxes  receiavble  are  $81,357  of  taxes  assessed  to  the 
Waterville  Urban  Renewal  Authority.  The  city  solicitor  has  informed 
us  that  he  is  recommending  the  abatement  of  these  taxes  inasmuch 
as  Urban  Renewal  property  is  exempt  from  taxation.  We  inspected  an 
agreemnt  dated  June  4,  1963  betwen  the  Waterville  Urban  Renewal 
Authority  and  the  City  of  Waterville  which  states  in  part  that  the 
City  of  Waterville  will  be  given  credit  for  such  abated  taxes  towards 
its  required  twenty-five  per  cent  contribution  to  the  aggregate  net 
cost  of  the  project.

We  reviewed  the  roll  of  accounts  paid  in  January,  1968  and  also 
made  adjustment  for  disbursements  which  were  properly  chargeable 
to  1967  operations. 

PAYABLE  TO  PUBLIC  DEBT  AMORTIZATION  FUND 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  67  of  the  Private  and  Special  Laws 
of  the  State  of  Maine,  one  third  of  the  interest  received  by  the  City 
from  all  general  fund  sources  each  year  is  payable  to  the  public  debt 
amortization  fund.  The  balance  at  December  31,  1967  represents  the 
amount  due  for  such  interest  received  in  1966  and  1967.

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CONTINGENT  LIABILITY 

The  City  Solicitor  has  advised  us  that  there  is  a  claim  against 
the  City  for  damages  resulting  from  eminent  domain  proceedings  in 
the  amount  of  $100,000  and  a  tress  complaint  against  the  City,  the 
Waterville  Urban  Renewal  Authority  and  others,  requesting  $80,000. 
The  City  Solicitor  states  that  one  claim  should  be  dismissed  and  that 
the  City  should  prevail  in  the  other. 

NEW  CITY  CHARTER 

On  October  23,  1967  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Waterville,  Maine 
approved  a  new  City  Charter.  Among  other  things  the  new  City  Char- 
ter provides  for  a  single  seven  member  Council,  a  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission, and  a  Merit  System  for  City  employees.  It  also  provides  for 
appointment  by  the  Mayor  of  an  administration  assistant. 

INTERNAL  CONTROL 

Our  audit  procedures  included  an  examination  of  the  internal 
control  and  accounting  procedures  for  the  various  departments  of 
the  City.  Our  observations  and  recommendations  are  contained  in  a 
special  report  to  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the  City  Council  of 
Waterville,  Maine,  dated  February  14, 1968.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Director  of  Recreation  for 
the  City  of  Waterville  for  the  year  ending  31  December  1967. 
Included  you  will  note  supported  statistical  data  on  area  rec- 
reational activities  and  programs  for  the  past  year  followed 
by  several  recommendations  we  feel  would  lend  improvement 
to  existing  recreational  programs  and  facilities  or  provide  for 
the  introduction  of  new  areas  of  endeavor. 

Averill  Playground  was  a  popular  center  of  activity  again 
this  year  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Willie  Smith.  The 
playground  averaged  75  youngsters  a  day  for  the  summer  sea- 
son. Young  people  of  all  ages  labored  hard  to  paint  up  and 
"decorate"  the  PTA  Clubhouse.  Arts  and  crafts,  contests  and 
games  of  all  kinds  were  to  be  found  on  this  very  well  directed 
playground. 

South  End  Arena  was  the  sight  of  a  second  municipal 
playground  for  the  summer  season.  This  area  saw  an  average 
attendance  of  some  48  young  people  a  day. 

The  North  Street  Playground  with  its  horse  shoe  pits, 
shuffle-board  courts,  tennis  courts,  outdoor  basketball  area, 
girls'  softball  field,  arts  and  crafts  area  and  general  play  areas 
provided  an  opportunity  for  some  25,000  Waterville  Area 
young  people  to  entertain  themselves  through  participation 
in  Municipal  recreation  programs.  The  500  youngsters  a  day 
utilizing  these  fine  facilities  were  in  addition  to  the  outstand- 
ing daily  attendance  in  arts  and  crafts.  Programs  conducted 
at  the  area  include  the  following: 

Girls'  Softball.  This  program  was  ably  conducted  under 
the  direction  of  Joan  Marks  (from  the  College  Work  Study 
Program)  and  Lionel  Poliquin,  Supervisor  of  the  North  Street 
Playground. 

Four  teams  of  girls  were  organized  into  a  league  that  op- 
erated two  nights  a  week  for  a  period  of  six  weeks.  This  pro- 
gram was  conducted  on  the  newly  completed  girls'  softball 
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field.  We  hope  to  expand  this  program  for  the  coming  summer 
season.  Sixty  girls  participated  in  this  program. 

Summer  Basketball.  Mr.  Poliquin  also  directed  a  sum- 
mer basketball  program  for  boys  on  the  new  outdoor  basket- 
ball court  at  the  North  Street  Area.  Two  junior  and  two  sen- 
ior teams  were  organized.  Some  forty  boys  formed  into  teams 
that  played  intersectional  contests  with  teams  from  Winslow 
and  Oakland.  The  late  season  addition  of  outdoor  lighting 
added  to  the  attraction  of  this  fine  facility. 

Arts  and  Crafts.  This  was  the  second  year  of  the  Water- 
ville  Recreation  Department  Arts  and  Crafts  Program  under 
the  most  capable  direction  of  Ronald  Smith.  Attendance  for 
this  program  jumped  to  an  almost  unbelievable  4501.  The 
majority  of  children  participating  in  this  program  were  in 
the  6-14  age  bracket. 

All  available  table  space  was  put  to  use  and  this  often 
was  not  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  number  of  youngsters 
wanting  to  participate.  The  largest  single  attendance  was  340 
on  one  hot  summer  afternoon. 

We  decided  to  operate  the  program  in  two  sessions  as 
there  were  really  too  many  youngsters  to  work  with  at  one 
time.  We  should  express  our  thanks  to  the  many  parents  who 
helped  Mr.  Smith  and  our  playground  attendant,  Miss  Marks 
with  the  program. 

Projects  made  during  the  classes  included  leathercraft, 
candles  and  holders,  copper  craft,  utility  boxes,  banks  and 
other  wooden  items,  costume  jewelry  and  mosaics.  The  pro- 
gram ran  out  of  materials  and  money  along  about  the  seventh 
week  of  operation. 

Many  of  our  summer  visitors  brought  their  children  to 
attend  these  classes  and  were  very  much  impressed  by  the 
quality  of  this  activity. 

Swimming  Pool.  The  overall  swimming  pool  attendance 
was  down  slightly  as  compared  to  our  estimated  attendance 
for  1966.  We  feel  however  that  the  overall  program  was  ex- 
panded and  improved. 

The  afternoon  free  swim  period  drew  an  estimated  30,- 
000  youngsters  for  the  season. 

Successful  programs  in  Lifesaving  and  Red  Cross  Swim- 
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ming  were  offered  and  many  received  certificates  in  the  vari- 
ous categories. 

Added  to  the  Swimming  Pool  program  for  the  past  year 
was  a  swim  period  for  the  mentally  handicapped.  Programs 
for  mentally  retarded  youngsters  provide  a  new  field  of  en- 
deavor for  Waterville  Area  Recreation  and  we  feel  more  at- 
tention should  be  given  to  this  type  of  program.  Swimming 
for  these  youngsters  was  part  of  a  special  program  for  the 
Hilltop  Day  Camp  which  made  excellent  use  of  the  North 
Street  Recreational  Area. 

The  campers  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Poirier 
presented  a  United  States  Flag  to  the  Director  of  Recreation 
for  use  at  the  North  Street  Area. 

Swimming  was  very  much  in  the  news  during  the  year 
as  it  was  the  focal  point  of  the  Recreational  Survey  conduct- 
ed by  the  University  of  Maine.  The  results  of  this  survey  have 
been  published  and  provide  a  great  deal  of  guidance  for  the 
future  recreational  needs  of  the  City  especially  as  they  re- 
gard swimming  and  the  Municipal  Pool. 

Again  this  year  the  Waterville  Boys'  Club  provided  a 
training  program  for  Municipal  Lifeguards  in  order  to  pre- 
pare them  for  summer  employment  at  the  North  Street  Pool. 
Guards  were  tested  in  various  aquatic  skills  and  in  knowledge 
of  water  safety.  All  guards  held  valid  Red  Cross  Lifesaving 
Certificates. 

The  City's  athletic  fields  were  in  constant  use  during  the 
spring  and  summer  months  supporting  the  various  leagues 
and  team  play. 

Junior  Soccer.  This  newly  formed  program  got  off  to  a 
fine  start  under  the  dedicated  leadership  of  John  Osbourne 
and  John  Kempers.  It  is  hoped  that  a  municipal  soccer  field 
can  be  constructed  in  the  near  future.  This  program  operat- 
ed for  the  most  part  utilizing  the  grassed  area  adjacent  to  Wa- 
terville High  School.  Some  75  boys  participated  in  this  pro- 
gram and  a  considerable  amount  of  interest  was  shown  in 
support  of  municipal  soccer. 

Little  League  Baseball.  This  Boys'  Club  directed  program 
utilized  Lockwood  Field  and  Colby  Little  League  Field  where 
two  leagues  operated  with  more  than  240  boys  participating. 
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108  Little  League  games  were  played  for  the  entertainment 
of  many  local  fans. 

A  highlight  of  the  season  was  the  impressive  dedication 
of  the  newly  constructed  Peters  Field  which  is  now  ready  for 
play  and  will  replace  the  deteriorating  Colby  LL  Field. 

Legion  Baseball.  The  Waterville  American  Legion  again 
sponsored  Junior  Legion  Baseball  for  boys  of  high  school  age. 
This  league  team  utilized  Averill  Field  for  its  home  games  and 
practice  schedule. 

Junior  Football.  The  second  successful  season  of  the  Boys' 
Club  Junior  Football  League  saw  six  teams  of  junior  high 
school  age  youngsters  participate  on  Averill  Field  under  the 
direction  of  League  Commissioner  Lionel  Poliquin.  This  pro- 
gram involved  some  120  boys. 

Elm  City  Softball.  More  than  300  games  were  played  by 
organized  teams  on  Couture  field  during  the  past  season.  The 
field  was  the  site  of  the  State  YMCA  Fast-Pitch  and  State 
YMCA  Slo-Pitch  Tournaments  which  brought  teams  to  Wa- 
terville from  Portland,  Augusta,  Bangor  and  Presque  Isle. 

Couture  Field  also  received  constant  pressure  from  area 
youngsters  who  are  permitted  to  use  the  facility  daily  until 
5:30  P.M.  when  league  games  commence. 

Parking  for  spectators  is  very  much  a  problem  at  this 
site  due  to  condemnation  of  previous  parking  area.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  field  can  be  replaced  during  the  coming  year  with 
a  like  facility  in  the  Armory  Road  Athletic  Complex  on  the 
site  of  the  North  End  Elementary  School. 

Softball  draws  considerable  community  support  and 
games  are  very  well  attended  providing  recreation  for  hun- 
dreds of  fans  during  the  spring  and  summer  months.  A  high- 
light of  each  season  is  the  All- Star  Game  to  benefit  the  Pine 
Tree  Camp  for  Crippled  Children. 

Skating.  Outdoor  skating  opportunity  was  provided  at 
Drummond  Avenue,  Grove  Street,  Averill  School,  Waterville 
igh  School,  Waterville  Boys'  Club,  Silver  Court,  and  the  South 
End  Arena. 

These  rinks  were  in  addition  to  the  skating  and  hockey 
opportunity  afforded  by  the  use  of  Alfond  Arena  at  Colby 
College.  We  believe  that  the  many  fine  recreational  opportu- 
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nities  afforded  the  community  by  Colby  College  should  not 
go  unmentioned.  Athletic  events  and  recreational  opportuni- 
ties throughout  the  year  help  to  make  Waterville  a  more  at- 
tractive community  in  which  to  live  and  certainly  Colby  has 
provided  more  than  its  share  of  events  for  spectator  enjoy- 
ment. 

Hockey.  Nearly  200  boys  participated  in  hockey  programs 
largely  conducted  at  Colby's  Alfond  Arena.  The  programs 
lasted  for  a  period  of  some  20  weeks.  Three  4  team  leagues 
were  in  operation  along  with  All-Star  teams  for  Bantams  and 
Pee  Wees. 

All  of  the  aforementioned  programs  are  conducted  inde- 
pendently from  the  several  interscholastic  and  intramural 
athletic  programs  for  boys  and  for  girls  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Waterville  School  Department. 

Pine  /Ridge  Recreational  Area.  This  area  was  well  used 
during  the  spring  and  summer  season  in  spite  of  periodic  in- 
clement weather.  From  the  date  of  purchase  it  was  but  a  few 
short  days  until  work  on  the  area  began  to  prepare  for  its 
opening  as  a  municipal  recreation  area. 

Area  Service  Clubs  utilized  the  restaurant  facility  for 
meetings.  Boy  Scout  Troops  began  clearing  bivouac  area  for 
camping  use. 

The  Golf  Course  was  put  into  operation  almost  immedi- 
ately largely  through  the  laborious  efforts  of  Andrew  Mich- 
aud  and  Richard  Carey.  Additional  recreational  programs  are 
now  being  planned  for  Pine  Ridge  and  we  feel  that  this  will 
indeed  be  one  of  the  best  recreational  areas  in  the  State  of 
Maine.

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In  a  letter  to  Mayor  Fortier  dated  August  1,  this  agent 
recommended  that  the  City  Government  consider  filing  a  re- 
quest for  funds  to  equal  one-half  the  purchase  price  of  the 
Pine  Ridge  Recreational  Area  by  applying  to  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  in  Washington.  This  re- 
quest was  made  through  the  State  Park  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission with  the  guidance  of  City  Engineer,  Donald  Hamil- 
ton. 

Notification  has  just  been  received  to  indicate  approval 
of  the  City's  request  in  an  amount  of  $37,250.00.  Considerable 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  City  Engineer  and  the  Recreation 
Director  was  well  rewarded  by  the  news  of  this  grant. 

The  Pine  Ridge  Recreational  Area  consists  of  some  144 
acres  which  is  ideally  suited  for  outdoor  recreation.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  fine  par-3  golf  course  and  24  station  driving  range, 
the  area  is  well  suited  for  winter  sports  activities,  camping, 
picnic  area,  playgrounds,  and  athletic  fields. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  master  plan  for  the  area  will  soon  be  de- 
veloped so  as  to  best  utilize  the  area  for  maximum  recreation- 
al opportunity. 

Filling  in  the  recreational  picture  for  the  City  of  Water- 
ville,  we  should  note  the  fine  programs  of  the  YMCA  under 
George  Keller  and  of  the  Waterville  Boys'  Club  under  its  new 
Director,  Knute  Paul.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Municipal  Recrea- 
tional Department  to  coordinate  activities  of  these  fine  or- 
ganizations and  to  supplement  with  municipal  programs 
where  they  seem  mutually  desirable. 

We  should  also  mention  the  fine  support  for  programs 
of  recreation  that  has  come  from  Waterville's  Community 
Action  Project  under  the  most  capable  leadership  of  Raymond 
Richard  and  Larry  Glynn.  The  contributions  of  this  organi- 
zation to  municipal  recreation  have  been  most  welcome. 

Recreation  Department  Fair.  For  the  second  year  the 
summer  activities  were  culminated  with  an  outdoor  "carni- 
val" at  the  North  Street  Recreation  Area  where  some  1000 
youngsters  participated  in  various  games  and  rides.  Several 
prizes  were  awarded  and  the  affair  was  considered  to  be  very 
successful. 

As  Director  of  Recreation  for  the  City  of  Waterville  dur- 
ing the  past  year  I  have  attended  various  meetings  of  City 
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Government,  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Committee,  Recreation 
Advisory  Committee,  and  Recreation  Coordinating  Council. 

In  addition  to  attending  these  meetings  I  have  spoken  in 
behalf  of  municipal  recreation  before  several  area  service 
clubs,  church  groups,  and  parent-teacher  organizations. 

I  attended  a  two  day  conference  in  Concord,  New  Hamp- 
shire that  dealt  specifically  with  problems  in  recreation  for 
the  mentally  retarded.  I  also  audited  a  course  at  the  University 
of  Maine  entitled,  Problems  in  Community  Recreation,  Fa- 
cilities, and  Programs. 

The  Recreation  Department  has  also  honored  several  re- 
quests for  materials  regarding  municipal  recreation  for  stu- 
dents and  others.  Many  such  requests  come  from  college  stu- 
dents doing  research  in  the  area  of  physical  education  and 
recreation. 

The  following  few  paragraphs  in  this  report  are  a  para- 
phrase from  Planning  Areas  and  Facilities  for  Health,  Physi- 
cal Education,  and  Recreation  by  Participants  in  National 
Facilities  Conference  (Revised  1965).  We  feel  the  philosophy 
of  this  section  to  have  significance  for  municipal  recreation. 

Down  through  the  ages,  man  has  adjusted  very  well  to 
his  environment;  otherwise  he  would  have  become  extinct 
like  so  many  prehistoric  animals.  In  the  modern  age  of  today 
mankind  faces  a  world  that  is  experiencing  change  at  a  pace 
never  before  realized.  Although  much  of  this  change  is  a 
result  of  the  actions  of  man  himself,  he  has  had  a  most  dif- 
ficult time  adjusting  to  the  pressures  of  these  changing  times. 
The  impact  of  less  physical  activity,  more  leisure  time,  con- 
flicting ideologies,  effects  of  the  mass  communications  med- 
ia, social  change,  and  uncertain  world  conditions  has  confront- 
ed man  with  myriads  of  mental,  physical,  emotional,  and  so- 
cial strain  in  spite  of  medical  advance. 

True,  many  of  these  problems  can  be  solved  through 
proper  preparedness  involving  the  process  of  education.  The 
classroom  alone,  however,  does  not  hold  the  key  to  purpose- 
ful and  healthy  living.  Man  to  survive  the  pressures  he  has 
brought  upon  himself  must  become  more  actively  involved  in 
recreational  endeavor. 

Nothing  can  make  a  greater  contribution  to  the  physical 
and  mental  health  of  our  citizenry  than  well  planned  and 
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healthful  recreational  activities.  The  primary  function  of  rec- 
reation thus  should  involve  the  enrichment  of  living  by  enab- 
ling individuals  and  groups  to  find  outlets  for  self-expression 
and  thereby  aid  in  the  development  of  their  inherent  poten- 
tial and  achieve  desired  satisfaction.  Through  recreational 
programs  young  and  old  alike  are  encouraged  to  develop  in- 
terests and  skills  which  enable  them  to  make  constructive  use 
of  leisure  and  which  contribute  to  physical  and  mental  health, 
safety,  good  citizenship,  confidence  and  character  develop- 
ment. 

The  comprehensive  recreation  program  affords  opportu- 
nity for  people  of  all  ages,  backgrounds,  and  interests  to  en- 
gage in  a  variety  of  activities  under  trained  leadership  and 
suitable  conditions  to  assure  maximum  enjoyment  and  bene- 
fits. The  comprehensive  program  should  include  programs 
and  activities  that  offer  appeal  to  individuals,  to  families,  to 
clubs  and  to  informal  groups. 

RECOMMENDATONS : 

1)  Establish  a  Municipal  Park  and  Recreation  Commission 
to  direct  all  City  recreational  programs.  This  should  be  ac- 
complished through  adherence  to  the  permissive  legislation 
found  in  Chapter  203  of  the  1965  Statutes.  (Title  30,  Sections 
3801  and  3805) .  The  creation  of  such  a  body  would  give  direc- 
tion to  municipal  recreation  affairs  as  well  as  offer  control 
over  program.  There  would  also  be  an  additional  advantage 
to  an  arrangement  of  this  type  as  it  would  provide  the  State 
with  a  legal  entity  with  which  to  deal  in  recreational  matters. 

2)  Prepare  to  offer  the  citizens  of  Water ville  a  Referendum 
concerning  the  construction  of  a  municipal  ice  arena-audito- 
rium. Plans  and  cost  estimates  should  be  completed  and  plans 
for  the  use  of  the  structure  should  be  noted.  Thought  should 
also  be  given  to  the  possible  inclusion  of  an  indoor  swimming 
facility. 

3)  Provide  for  a  cost  survey  concerning  the  expansion  of  the 
Pine  Ridge  acquisition  into  a  multi-purpose  all  season  recre- 
ation area. 

4)  Coordinate  with  the  School  Department  on  a  complete 
recreation  plan  to  supplement  the  North  End  Elementary 
School.  This  should  possibly  be  accomplished  in  cooperation 
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with  the  Urban  Renewal  Authority  which  is  to  be  engaged  in 
a  project  for  the  area. 

5)  Initiate  a  winter  junior  basketball  program  to  supplement 
the  Boys'  Club  and  YMCA  leagues.  This  can  be  accomplished 
at  very  low  cost  utilizing  one  or  more  of  the  several  gym- 
nasiums in  the  City.  A  Saturday  program  is  anticipated  un- 
der competent  adult  supervision.  We  would  propose  involving 
youngsters  from  grades  5  through  8. 

6)  Operate  a  wrestling  program  in  a  joint  effort  with  the 
YMCA.  Plans  have  been  made  to  get  this  program  into  imme- 
diate operation.  The  only  significant  expenditure  will  be  for 
the  purchase  of  mats. 

7)  We  are  proposing  a  recreational  physical  fitness  program 
for  the  mentally  retarded.  The  only  cost  of  this  program  will 
be  in  the  area  of  supervision.  We  propose  a  Saturday  morn- 
ing program  to  be  conducted  weekly  for  the  benefit  of  these 
youngsters  utilizing  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium. 

8)  A  complete  recreational  study  should  be  conducted  to  de- 
termine the  most  profitable  use  of  the  Pine  Ridge  Recreation 
Area.  Careful  planning  is  a  necessity  if  we  are  to  reach  the 
maximum  potential  for  this  newly  acquired  property.  We  feel 
a  complete  winter  sports  and  family  recreation  center  is  a 
possibility  for  this  site.  This  would  of  course  be  in  addition 
to  the  golf  programs  and  various  summer  recreational  oppor- 
tunities offered  at  the  area.  A  cross  country  course  should  be 
included  in  the  area. 

9)  As  the  Waterville  Lions  Club  has  provided  funds  for  the 
purchase  of  all  materials  necessary  to  construct  an  arts  and 
crafts  shelter  at  the  North  Street  Recreation  Area,  we  would 
recommend  that  work  on  this  project  commence  as  soon  as 
weather  conditions  permit.  It  was  hoped  that  this  would  be  a 
suitable  project  for  the  woodworking  shop  at  the  High  School 
but  school  officials  felt  that  this  would  not  be  a  suitable  proj- 
ect for  their  classes. 

10)  The  Waterville  Rotary  Club  has  funds  earmarked  for  the 
construction  of  2  tennis  courts  at  the  North  Street  Recrea- 
tion Area  and  we  feel  that  this  construction  should  be  com- 
pleted as  soon  as  possible. 

11)  The  Averill  School  Parent  Teacher  Association  commit- 
ted a  sum  of  money  in  a  joint  effort  with  the  Recreation  De- 
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partment  to  build  a  small  outdoor  basketball  court  on  the  site 
of  the  Averill  School  playground  on  Matthews  Avenue.  This 
work  should  also  be  completed  before  the  start  of  the  sum- 
mer programs. 

12)  Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  possible  construc- 
tion of  a  junior  football  field,  soccer  facility,  and  a  softball 
field.  If  the  Armory  Road  site  is  unavailable  for  these  facili- 
ties other  areas  should  be  considered. 

13)  Install  the  equipment  necessary  to  put  area  totlots  into 
operation.  Equipment  for  the  totlots  has  been  purchased  but 
failed  to  arrive  in  time  for  installation  last  year.  These  neigh- 
borhood unsupervised  playgrounds  are  planned  for  Canabas 
Avenue,  Sterling  Street,  Grove  Street,  Matthews  Avenue  and 
Drummond  Field  on  Western  Avenue.  Additional  sites  of  this 
type  will  be  selected  in  the  coming  months. 

14)  We  propose  to  operate  an  "outdoor  boys'  club"  utilizing 
Couture  Field  and  the  Grove  Street  Basketball  Courts.  We 
were  unable  to  operate  this  program  last  year  because  of  fail- 
ure to  get  the  necessary  staff  from  the  college  work-study 
program.  We  do  not  anticipate  the  necessary  supervisory  per- 
sonnel to  be  provided  for  the  coming  year. 

15)  We  recommend  creating  the  position  of  playgrounds  co- 
ordinator whose  tasks  would  be  as  follows: 

a)  operate  the  girls'  softball  program 

b)  operate  the  boys'  summer  basketball  program 

c)  coordinate  playground  activities  at  all  municipal  play- 

grounds 

d)  act  as  chairman  of  special  events — 

Track  and  Field  Day 
Water  Carnival 
Recreation  Department  Fair 

16)  We  recommend  that  the  blacktop  surfaces  of  the  tennis 
and  basketball  areas  be  treated  with  a  neoseal  product  for 
protection  and  for  general  improvement  of  playing  surface. 

17)  Initiate  instructional  programs  in  the  following  areas: 

a)  tennis 

b)  golf 

c)  fly  casting  utilizing  the  small  pool  on  the  Pine  Ridge 

property 

18)  Write  a  job  analysis  for  the  position  of  Municipal  Direc- 
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tor.  This  should  be  used  to  determine  the  possible  need  for  a 
fulltime  Director.  Other  considerations  should  include  the 
creation  of  a  true  Recreation  Department  with  personnel  to 
support  its  operation.  The  department  should  have  its  own 
maintenance  crew,  pool  and  playground  personnel,  program 
supervisors,  and  necessary  equipment. 

It  is  most  difficult  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  an  over- 
worked Public  Works  Department  to  the  point  where  Public 
Works  can  supply  much  needed  labor  on  various  recreational 
projects.  Several  such  projects  were  not  completed  during  the 
past  year  due  to  difficulties  of  this  nature.  Among  them  were : 

a)  blacktop  area  at  Averill  School  was  not  completed  be- 
cause we  were  unable  to  get  preliminary  grading  done 

b)  tennis  courts  at  North  Street  were  not  completed  due 
to  delay  in  finding  opportunity  to  haul  and  tamp  fill 

c)  softball  field  was  not  completed  due  to  lack  of  labor  and 
resources 

d)  shelter  at  North  Street  was  not  constructed  due  to  a 
series  of  delays 

e)  installation  of  a  filter  system  at  the  Municipal  Pool  was 
not  accomplished 

Four  of  the  5  mentioned  above  were  projects  that  did  not 
involve  tax  dollars  other  than  for  preparatory  work  as  funds 
for  the  projects  were  to  be  provided  by  area  service  organi- 
zations. Other  funds  for  equipment  to  be  installed  at  these 
areas  were  not  used. 

Problems  of  this  nature  would  be  somewhat  alleviated  if 
there  were  a  Department  of  Recreation  with  its  own  mainten- 
ance staff  and  equipment. 

It  is  indeed  a  possibility  in  our  judgment  that  such  a  posi- 
tion as  Director  of  Recreation  could  easily  be  combined  with 
the  School  Department  position  of  Director  of  Athletics.  Per- 
haps this  proposal  deserves  some  study  especially  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  City's  recreational  facilities  are 
controlled  by  the  School  Department  for  at  least  nine  months 
a  year  -  gymnasiums  and  athletic  fields  in  particular. 

We  should  further  note  that  if  a  municipal  ice  arena  is 
to  be  a  reality  that  the  demand  for  a  full  time  Department  of 
Recreation  would  then  be  a  necessity. 
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In  summary,  we  expect  the  following  projects  to  be  com- 
pleted during  the  coming  year: 

a)  2  additional  tennis  courts  at  North  Street 

b)  new  softball  field  at  the  Armory  Road  site 

c)  construction  of  an  arts  and  crafts  shelter  at  North 
Street  Area 

d)  area  totlots  to  be  put  into  operation 

We  anticipate  the  following  new  programs  to  be  intro- 
duced during  the  coming  year: 

a)  activities  and  physical  fitness  program  for  the  men- 
tally retarded 

b)  wrestling  program 

c)  wintertime  junior  basketball  program 

d)  winter  sports  program  at  Pine  Ridge 

e)  expansion  of  arts  and  crafts  program 

f )  outdoor  boys'  club  for  the  Couture  Field-Grove  Street 

area 

We  feel  that  giant  strides  have  been  taken  in  Waterville 
to  support  area  recreational  opportunity  for  all.  Programs  are 
available  for  all  age  groups  and  there  is  very  little  overlap- 
ping of  activities  by  the  several  organizational  efforts  of  the 
Recreational  Coordinating  Council  and  the  Recreation  Advis- 
ory Council.

Waterville  Urban  Renewal  Authority — Waterville,  Maine 

This  area  was  originally  selected  for  an  Urban  Renewal 
Program  because  it  encompassed  an  area  that  was  rapidly  de- 
teriorating— an  area  that  was  and  is  vital  to  the  preservation 
and  growth  of  the  Central  Business  District.  The  Charles  St- 
Temple  Street  area  had  long  been  a  source  of  blighting  influ- 
ence in  the  Central  Business  District,  and  this  program  was 
designed  to  correct  the  situation. 

One  of  the  most  important  things  this  project  will  ac- 
complish is  to  provide  new  buildable  land  with  adjacent  park- 
ing. Demolition  of  many  of  the  substandard  structures  in  the 
area  was  completed  and  the  few  remaining  buildings  to  be 
removed  will  be  demolished  during  the  coming  year. 

At  present,  the  Central  Business  District  has  shown  a 
marked  resurgence  in  business  activity  and  in  new  construc- 
tion. The  new  Cottle's  Super  Market  was  constructed  during 
the  past  year  along  with  a  Maine  State  Liquor  Store  and  both 
of  these  facilities  were  opened  for  business  in  September  and 
October  of  1966.  In  addition,  construction  was  completed  on 
the  new  building  to  house  five  (5)  business  that  were  dis- 
placed by  the  project's  activities.  This  store  is  occupied  by 
Rossignol  Jewelers,  Villager's  Restaurant,  Larsen's  Card  and 
Gift  Shop,  The  Yard  Good  Center,  and  Admor's  Cleaners. 
Construction  on  the  new  Zayre's  Store  was  completed  this 
year  and  the  store  was  open  for  business  in  August,  1967. 
The  Gilmore  Insurance  Agency  completed  construction  on 
their  new  building  on  Elm  Street  during  1967.  Other  redevel- 
opers  began  working  in  the  project  area,  and  they  were  the 
Depositor's  Trust  Company  and  David  Joseph  Jr.  Silver  Steet 
Service  Incorporated  started  its  relocation  in  1967.  In  all,  the 
amount  of  the  redevelopment  during  1967  was  very  gratify- 
ing and  beneficial  to  the  community  because  of  the  addition- 
al taxes  that  would  be  forthcoming  due  to  this  new  construc- 
tion. It  is  expected  that  when  the  project  is  finally  complet- 
ed, Waterville's  Downtown  Central  Business  District  will 
once  again  become  one  of  the  most  attractive  shopping  cen- 
ters in  the  state. 

The  site  work  that  was  begun  in  1966,  was  continued  in 
1967  and  is  approximately  90%  complete.  The  Charles  Street 
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parking  area  was  increased  from  its  previous  capacity  of  140 
cars  to  the  present  of  approximately  675  cars,  and  when  fi- 
nally completed,  will  have  a  capacity  of  approximately  725 
cars.  Much  of  the  increased  business  activity  in  the  down- 
town area  can  be  directly  attributed  to  the  increased  park- 
ing that  was  availiable,  the  ease  of  getting  in  and  out  of  the 
parking  area  and  the  new  modern  stores  that  had  been  con- 
structed. 

The  project  is  bounded  on  the  west  by  Elm  Street;  on 
the  east  by  Main  Street;  on  the  north  by  the  intersection  of 
Elm  and  Main,  and  on  the  south  by  Spring  Street  and  the 
new  connector  road  which  will  be  located  south  of  lower  Sil- 
ver Street.  This  location  is  geographically  the  center  of  the 
City  of  Waterville's  Downtown  Shopping  Area.  There  is  a 
total  of  18  acres  in  the  project  area. 

The  area  in  which  the  connector  road  will  be  construct- 
ed is  included  in  the  18  acres  of  the  project.  It  is  anticipated 
that  a  great  deal  of  work  will  be  done  on  this  road  by  the 
Maine  State  Highway  Commission  during  the  coming  year. 
The  Highway  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  construction 
of  the  connector  road  while  the  Waterville  Urban  Renewal 
Authority  is  responsible  for  the  acquisition  of  the  necessary 
right  of  way. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Charles  Street  Project  will  be 
completed  during  1968  or  shortly  thereafter.  It  is  important 
to  point  out  that  the  Charles  Street  Project  progressed  much 
more  rapidly  than  projects  generally  do  and  this  was  due  in 
part  to  the  very  fine  cooperation  the  local  agency  received 
from  everyone  involved  in  the  execution  of  the  project.  Spec- 
ial mention  should  be  given  to  Mayor  Fortier  and  all  other 
City  Government  officials  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Regional 
Office  HUD. 

Head  of  Falls  Urban  Renewal  Project — No.  Me.  R-17 

Waterville  Urban  Renewal  Authority — Waterville,  Maine 

Head-of -Falls  was  selected  for  an  Urban  Renewal  Pro- 
gram because  it  encompasses  an  area  having  some  of  the 
most  serious  blight  within  the  municipal  boundaries.  The 
area  is  adjacent  to  the  Central  Business  District  and  has  long 
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been  a  source  of  blighting  influence.  One  of  the  most  vital 
entrances  into  Waterville,  is  through  the  Head-of -Falls  sec- 
tion, and  the  present  blight  often  creates  a  depressing  effect 
upon  the  visitor  or  shopper. 

The  program  for  this  area  will  create  new  land  uses  in 
keeping  with  its  proximity  to  the  Central  Business  District. 
There  will  be  new  parking  and  traffic  arrangements  as  well 
as  new  buildable  land  and  the  creation  of  green  areas  adja- 
cent to  the  Central  Business  District. 

The  most  important  aspect  of  the  Head-of -Falls  Project 
will  be  the  acquisition  of  the  present  Wyandotte  Mill  and  the 
construction  of  a  new  mill  by  the  Wyandotte  Company  in  the 
project  area.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  mill  will  increase 
the  employment  opportunity  and  enhance  the  economic  posi- 
tion of  the  City  of  Watreville  and  the  surrounding  commu- 
nity. 

The  project  is  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  Rotary  Circle 
and  on  the  east  by  the  Kennebec  River  to  a  point  beyond  the 
Waterville  Iron  Works  and  on  the  west  by  the  westerly  bound- 
ary of  Front  Street  up  to  the  new  interchange  by  the  old 
Colby  campus.  There  are  approximately  30  acres  in  the  new 
project  area.

Chronological  Review  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Authority 

1959 — Legislation  by  the  Ninety-Eighth  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  Maine 

"An  Act  Creating  Municipal  Urban  Renewal  Authori- 
ties." Chapter  90-8. 

Jan.  10,  1967— The  Trustees  of  the  Waterville  Urban  Renew- 


al Authority  received  proposals  from  the  De- 
positor's Trust  Company  and  LaVerdiere's 
Drug  Store  each  of  whom  wish  to  purchase 
the  disposition  parcel  located  at  the  corner 
of  Temple  and  Main  Streets  adjacent  to  De- 
positor's Trust  Bank.  This  disposition  parcel 
is  identified  as  parcel  No.  2,  approximately 
7,000  square  feet  in  area  and  with  a  HUD  ap- 
proved sales  price  of  $70,000.  The  Trustees 
authorized  Director  Mitchell  to  set  up  a  meet- 
ing with  each  of  these  firms  in  order  to  re- 
view their  proposals. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Waterville  Urban  Renew- 
al Authority  voted  unanimously  to  hold  a 
contest  for  the  naming  of  the  project  area. 
The  contest  would  be  advertised  through  Wa- 
terville Morning  Sentinel  and  the  Kennebec 
Broadcasting  Company  and  the  winning  name 
that  would  be  selected  by  the  Trustees  would 
be  awarded  a  $50  Savings  Bond. 


Jan.  17,  1967— The  Trustees  of  the  LPA  met  with  officials 


of  the  Depositor's  Trust  Company.  Repre- 
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senting  the  Depositor's  were  Wallace  Hesel- 
ton,  President;  and  Jack  Bogart,  Norman 
Finley,  and  Bernard  O'Donnell,  all  Vice-Pres- 
idents of  the  Depositors  Trust  Company.  The 
purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss  the 
proposed  redevelopment  of  disposition  parcel 
No.  2  by  the  Depositor's  Trust  Company.  Mr. 
Heselton  and  Mr.  Bogart  pointed  out  that  the 
Depositor's  Trust  was  prepared  to  renovate 
its  present  structure  and  to  complete  exten- 
sive grading  on  the  disposition  parcel  in  ques- 
tion. It  was  the  desire  of  the  Company  to  keep 
the  area  as  aesthetically  beautiful  as  possible 
with  a  water  pool,  benches,  and  plantings. 
The  estimated  cost  of  this  was  $10,000.  He 
then  estimated  that  contingencies  could  run 
as  high  as  $15,000  or  an  overall  investment 
on  the  part  of  the  Depositor's  Trust  Company,

Feb.  14,  1967 — Assistant  Director  R.  Lewis  Bone  resigned 
effective  February  27,  1967,  to  accept  the  po- 
sition of  Executive  Director  of  the  Auburn 
Urban  Renewal  Authority,  Auburn,  Maine. 
The  Trustees  decided  that  a  combination  of 
the  layout  shown  of  numbers  4  and  5,  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Planning  Services  Group,  were 
the  desirable  proposals  for  the  Head  of  Falls 
Project,  Maine  R-17. 
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Feb.  20,  1967 — The  Trustees  voted  to  sell  Disposition  Parcel 
No.  C-2  to  the  Depositors  Trust  Company  to 
be  developed  by  this  firm  according  to  the 
proposal  they  had  previously  submitted.

The  Waterville  Safety  Council  established  its  organiza- 
tional pattern  and  explored  areas  of  needed  concentration  and 
methods  of  effective  operation  during  1967.  Directors  of  the

Throughout  the  year  the  Council  received  exceptionally 
fine  cooperation  from  the  officers  and  officials  of  the  City. 
Especially  generous  with  their  time  and  efforts  on  behalf  of 
safety  were  Mayor  Fortier,  whose  continuous  support  moti- 
vated the  Council's  organization  and  programs,  Police  Com- 
missioner Hill,  and  Traffic  Sgt.  Saucier. 

The  Council  confined  its  1967  efforts  primarily  to  the 
area  of  Traffic  Safety.  Significant  items  of  activity  in  this 
area  included  the  following: 

1.  Numerous  meetings  and  discussions  with  State  Highway 
Engineers  and  others  pertaining  to  the  various  proposals 
for  the  new  Winslow- Waterville  Bridge. 

2.  Joint  sponsorship  with  the  Bourque-Lanigan  American 
Legion  Post  of  a  "Driver  Improvement  Program"  course 
taught  by  Mr.  Edwin  Pinkham  and  Mr.  Robert  Howell, 
and  attended  by  approximately  fifty  drivers. 

3.  Encouragement  and  support  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Traffic  Division  within  the  Police  Department,  and  the 
accident  maps  and  records  kept  by  them. 

4.  Efforts  leading  to  an  agreement  between  the  City  Gov- 
ernment and  the  State  Highway  Commission  for  a  Traf- 
fic light  survey  and  improvement  program. 
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5.  The  start  of  a  photo  record  of  safety  needs  and  improve- 
ment throughout  the  City. 

The  Waterville  Safety  Council  is  now  a  member  of  the 
National  Safety  Council.  We  look  forward  to  a  more  expand- 
ed program  of  safety  awareness  and  improvement  for  the  City 
of  Waterville  with  the  added  help  of  this  widely  recognized 
national  organization. 

The  1968  "Program  Goals'"  for  the  Waterville  Safety 
Council  Are: 

1.  Seek  mass  media  emphasis  of  (1)  personal  responsibility 

for  the  safety  of  self  and  others  and  (2)  support  for  pub- 
lic officials  to  their  administration  of  traffic  safety. 

2.  Promote  close  safety  coordination  among  existing  City 
Departments  and  between  City  and  other  governmental 
agencies. 

3.  Work  with  Police  Department  in  maintaining  and  tabu- 
lating traffic  accident  records. 

4.  Cooperate  with  Police  Department  in  pedestrian  safety 
campaign. 

5.  Focus  special  emphasis  on  Home  Safety. 

6.  Explore  with  Waterville  Public  Library  the  establishing 
of  a  safety  literature  shelf. 

7.  Community  inventory  of  dangerous  or  unsafe  areas  or 
practices. 

8.  Encourage  review  and  revision  of  Traffic  Ordinances.
